The Ambassador Theater, down- 


about 200 customers when the four 
operators employed there refused 
to start their projection machines 
at 10 o’clock. At the Fox and Mis- 
souri theaters, with noon-hour 
starting times, tickets were sold 
and money was late~ refunded. 

The strike also closed the Capitol 
Theater downtown and is expected 
to prevent the opening tonight of 
23 other neighborhood theaters of 
the St. Louis Amusement Co. 
Loew’s Theater, downtown, and 65 
independent theaters are not af- 
fected. 

At the St. Louis Theater the stage 
show, George White’s Scandals, was 
presented from 1:15 to 2:15 o’clock 
to more than 2000 persons.

The comedian tried to persuade the 
gathering that the film was one 
they would not care to see, but 
many of them were dissatisfied, and 
demanded their money back.

La Follette won, 41 to 31, de- 
spite arguments by administration 
lieutenants that excess profits legis- 
lation should await a thorough 
study by congressional committees.

The French, he said, “do not 
deny defeat when it stares them 
in the face. All peoples have 
known successes and reverses. It 
is by their reaction that they show 
themselves weak or great. We will 
learn our lesson from the lost 
battle. 

“Since our victory (in the World 
War) a sense of enjoyment has 
predominated over the sense of 
sacrifice. We have sought more 
than we have given. We have not 
exerted enough effort. Today we 
are in distress.”

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. June 20 
(AP). — Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull, lashing out at what he 
called “the massed forces of lust 
for tyrannical power,” asserted to- 
day there could be “no more dan- 
gerous folly” than to think that 
America’s achievements could be 
preserved by isolation. 

Without naming any country or 
individual by name, Hull said in an 
address which concluded Harvard 
University’s 304th year that already 
“nation after nation has’ been 
crushed into surrender, overrun and 
enslaved by the exercise of brute 
force combined with fraud and 
guile.” 

“And,” he continued, “as the dis- 
mal darkness descends upon more 
and more of the earth’s surface, 
as its menacing shadow falls black- 
er and blacker athwart our conti- 
nent, the very instinct of self-pres- 
ervation bids us beware.” 

Power to Meet Menace. 

Hull said this country has 
power to meet that menace suc- 
cessfully, if we, at this time, face 
the task which is before us in the 
same spirit in which former gener- 
ations of Americans met the crises 
that confronted them in their 
nk: 6 ss 
“T am supremely confident that 
we shall not fail,” he added. 

At the same time, Hull declared 
his belief that isolation from the 
rest of the world would be folly. 
“Our American history has not 
been achieved in isolation from the 
rest of mankind,” he asserted.

against the British within the arc, 
and it is more than likely that re- 
prisal and counterreprisal may soon 
sweep away any distinction (if any 
now exists) between military and 
non-military objectives. 


The danger to the British fleet 
from injury to its bases is very 
grave. The chief fleet bases now 
are Chatham and Rosyth, both on 
the all-but-useless East Coast; 
Portsmouth and Devonport, on the 
channel and under the shadow of 
German wings, and Milford Haven 
on the West Coast, until lately a 
base of no great importance or 
equipment.

Something might be done at 
Belfast, where there are shipbuild- 
ing works which could do, at a 
pinch, a good deal of naval repair 
and maintenance work. 


The Invasion. 


Finally we come to the much- 
talked-of question of the invasion 
of Britain. This, if attempted, would 
probably begin by a number of 


points with the idea of feeling out 
the British defenses and creating 
confusion and distraction. Then 
would follow a heavy concentration 
of air bombing at the selected point, 
and along all roads and railways 
leading to it, coupled with the drop- 
ping of parachutists and he use of 
transport planes with specially 
equipped detachments.

There is even talk of Dewey, 
Taft and Vandenberg acting as a 
triumvirate, like Caesar, Crassus 
a..d Pompey, by podling their inter- 
ests to control the convention, name 
each other as candidates or in com- 
manding positions and divide the 
spoils. How would they decide on 
the main prize? Maybe they would 
shoot craps for the presidency—to 
stop Willkie! , 

These reports suggest a design 
for political hara-kiri by a. great 
party of opposition whose services, 
in full vigor, whether in victory or 
defeat, this country now needs as 
never before in its history. 

Under our great stress, our peo- 
ple are properly and increasing dis- 
trustful of political shysterism. Any 
such blatant grandstand parade of 
it as this would bury the Repub- 
lican party as deep as did the ca- 
tastrophe of 1936. That would 
be tragic, not only for that party 
but for this country. In this night 
of war, this sweep of European rev- 
olution toward National Socialism 
and the pressures of thinly dis- 
guised Socialists—some not so “na- 


tional’—all around the President, 
another 1936 “overwhelming man- 
date” would project us into war, 
give us a war dictatorship no mild- 
er than Hitler’s and probably per- 
petuate it. The totalitarian threat 
to the “American way of life” 
which we are supposedly ‘fighting 
could be the very thing we might 
thus accept. 

“Talk about the “inefficiency of 
democracy,” an, such hamstring- 
ing of it at Philadelphia at the 
hands of those who. could best de- 
fend it would be important proof 
of the charge. 


Unobligated Politically. 


Willkie went his present aston- 
ishing distance without benefit of 
either politics or patronage. He 
owes nothing to anybody. The ris- 
ing flood of srontaneous popular 


support Of him is the richest ex- 
pression of pure democracy in re- 


cent times. It may well be that 
it is not strong enough to nomi- 
nate him, but it deserves a trial 
without being strangled in its 
cradle by any such sleazy, selfish, 
small-time politics. 

Willkie’s candidacy is, 1 think, 
the best chance we have to main- 
tain a respectably strong party of 
“his majesty’s loyal opposition” 
which we so badly need just now. 
Roosevelt and his crew of master- 
ful ghost-writers could make a 
donkey out of the Boy Scout, bean 
shooter, smart aleckism of Tom 
Dewey. They would dance around 
the hippopatamoid lethargy of Sen- 
ator Taft like a cooper around a 
barrel. They would make a Homer- 
ic joke of the weathervane veer- 
ings of Senator Vandenberg. You 
can’t give a political Joe Louis a 
respectable workout with a feather- 
weight—however clever—with a 
Republican Tony Galento—however 
heavy—or with a slap-happy politi- 
cal veteran, however experienced. 


Too Early for Appraisal. 


It is true that it is impossible 
truly to appraise a _ presidential 
white hope until he is actually a 
candidate right out on his own in 
the limelight, under the anxious: 
eyes of 130,000,000 people. Will- 
kie’s preliminary workouts have 
been spectacularly successful, but 
it is no fair sample of what he can 
do on the big time. 

He combines at least some of the 
appealing homely and common 
sense qualities of Abraham Lincoln 
and Will Rogers. He is a match) 
for the President in any public 
appearance and an overmatch in 
logic and debate. As I have said 
elsewhere: “I am not nominat- 
ing him.” I might not even be able 
to support him. iam by no means 
sure he could win. But win or 
lose—he could provide that kind 
of vigorous, fair, able and patriotic 
opposition to wartime tendencies 
dangerous to our peace, democracy, 
defense and safety. That is per- 
haps our greatest sinzle need _ in 
this perilous moment.,.

| TAX REALISM IN THE SENATE. 

When the military safety of the United States is at 
issue, it is high time to quit the shabby game of fiscal 
hide-and-seek and tell the taxpayer what must be 
done to provide adequately for defense of the country. 

The rearmament program will require not five bil- 
lion or 10 billion but a total of perhaps 20 billion 
dollars over the next several years. With regard to 
the Monroe Doctrine or any other American policy, 
| toree is the only language the dictators will under- 
stand. 

Yet President Roosevelt’s schedule of defense taxa- 
tion is framed as though the five billion dollars 
| which will be authorized for rearmament this year 
will suffice for the whole program. It is to be repaid 
|by taxation over the next five years, as if each of 
those years, too, will not see additional heavy appro- 
priations for defense. 

That is, the administration’s defense tax bill fs 
designed to raise only one billion dollars of extra 
revenue a year. This is worse than we did in the 
World War. In that war, we spent 33 billion dollars

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AN ANSWER TO THE WAR HAWKS. 

The 30 professional and business men (including

by a group of this city’s leaders. It is a calm and 
reasoned answer, a commonsense answer.

But this young man is a special- 
ist, who has concentrated on the 
tricks of a grimly purposeful trade. 
He is proficient at things like snap- 
ping high speed pursuit jobs 
through complicated aerobatics and 
combat maneuvers; at flying in 
tight formations, or at guiding 
larger ships cagily over the coveted 
objective of his reconnaissance pho- 
tographer or bombing crew. To the 
extent that it can be made to work, 
this is a plan for mass production 
of pilots and air crews. The course 
has been streamlined and standard- 
ized. 


Construction Problem. 

If that standardization of con- 
struction so much talked about as a 
desirability in the aircraft indus- 
try could be realized to the extent 
that Canada has achieved standard- 
ization in building pilots, there 
would be no more 
equipment shortages. 

It is. because the construction 
problem has not been solved that 
Canada has today merely the skele- 
ton of an aijir-training program.

Cooked Dressing.

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How Patient 
Training Aids 
"Incurables

HE humanitarian trend is one 
T° the encouraging things about 

modern medicine. Not so much 
startling discoveries or sweeping 
methods of cure, but the patient ap- 
plication of help. People who 25 
years ago would have been dis- 
missed or shunted into the general 
catalogue of incurables, are now 
being studied and aided Dy intelli- 
gent special groups of workers. 
They may not be 100 per cent cur- 
able, but it has been found that 
even apparently the most hopeless 
can be helped and at least given a 
new viewpoint on life. 

One of the most distressing forms 
of crippling is the so-called spastic 
paralytic, whose nervous system has 
been. injured at birth so that he 
cannot co-ordinate his muscular 
movements. We see these cripples 
everywhere, lurching and stumbling 
along the street, with slurred and 
unmanageable speech. Mentally 
they are, in most instances, quite 
alert, but their plight gives an en- 
tirely false impression in this re- 
spect. 

They cannot be entirely cured, 
because nerve cells once destroyed 
can never be restored, but areas 
of the nervous system which are 
still intact can often take up the 
work of the damaged sections, and 
be trained to do some of the useful 
work in life. They have to be 
trained slowly and carefully to 
make certain muscular movements 
and it is found that with this train- 
ing they often can do so. 

In a case of this kind, a mother 
taught her spastic son to move first 
one finger and then another. It was 
slow work, hour after hour, After 
the fingers she moved to the arms, 
the toes and the feet. Eventually 
she transformed him from an al- 
most helpless, lurching cripple to a 
human being who had about 50 per 
cent control over his movements. 

x * 

EMERGENCIES sometimes 
cause these people to realize that 
they have more control over their 
muscles than they suspect. One 
bov who was being trained, was 
taken out in a boat by his father, 
coaxed into the water and told to 
swim. He thought at first it was 
a joke, but his father rowed away 
and insisted he swim for himself. 

When he saw the situation was 
serious he said to himself, “Now 
is the time to show what your 
training has done for you” and 
grimly struck out and swam far 
enough so that by the time his 
father decided the lesson had been 
learned, he had gained confidence 
in himself and now can swim with 
pleasure and benefit to himself. 

At the Neurologic Institute in 
New York, a special clinic held for 
these unfortunates, teaches them 
slowly to make purposeful move- 
ments. They are taught to walk 
by focusing their vision on a chalk 
line on the floor or a painted point 
in, the distance. A _ story related 
of one case.is of a boy who was 


not able to walk at all until one 
day the clinic doctor, to his sur- 
prise, found him walking pretty 
well and noticed that he had on 
white snoes. The way his feet 
stood out to his eyes taught him 
how to use them. 

Dr. Osler said once that “Most 
of us walk by faith.” <A great 
many cripples have to walk by 
sight but that is better than not 
walking at all. 

In many faults—stammering, - 
mental defectiveness, hard of 
hearing—-this sort of training is 


bringing gratifying results.

Voice as Beauty Aid

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HER VOICE. 


JOAN PERRY, THE ACTRESS, 
é6 HE'S an exquisitely beauti- 
S ful woman until she opens 
her mouth! Then her voice 
destroys her beauty. She should 
act dumb to preserve the illusion 
you first get when you see her.” 
That was said about a former 
screen attress who was a sensation 


in the silent films, but who imme- 
diately dropped from prominence 
when talkies arrived. Audiences 
simply couldn’t stand her voice! 


It was harsh and common, her 
enunciation was poor. So fame 
left her overnight. 

Does your voice add to your 
beauty or does it dim it? 

You can be your own judge, 


if you will record your voice and 
then play it back to yourself. Such 
a recording costs only a few cents 
and you might be amazed ‘to hear 
yourself as others hear you! 

Almost every girl and woman 
can stand some voice correction. 
Only those few who have studied 
voice culture, or who depend upon 
their voices such as actresses and 
lecturers and singers, have perfect 
delivery. 

The most common fault of a 
poor voice is speaking in a mono- 
tone. Men speak in monotone as 
well as women. To correct it 
listen carefully to a person who 
does not speak in a monotone. 
Get a record of good delivery and 
play it over and over. Then mimic 
it. When you hear yourself speak- 
ing in a dull, uninteresting mono- 
tone, immediately raise your voice 
a pitch and put some expression 
into what you are trying to say. 


In no time at all the colorless habit 
will vanish. 

When you speak, place your voice 
as far forward in your mouth as 
possible. Imagine -you have a 
thick, small ring touching the back 
of your teeth. You are going 
to speak through the ring, as you 
breathe correctly. The pronuncia- 
tion of each word is important— 
if there are consonants in the 
words, sound them. Don’t skim 
over them. If at first your de- 
livery sounds forced, don’t® worry. 
Later you will eflunciate more nat- 
urally but still truly, for it will 
have become a habit. 


Unless you are attempting to 
correct a stutter or a monotone 
talk in as low a voice as possible, 
but>- in pitch. By that I mean, 
a shrill or harsh voice is annoying 
—a low voice is musical. But a 
low voice should never be a-throaty 
voice commonly called “a whisky 
voice.” It should be musical and 
rich. 

Drop at once all localisms. Make 
your diction universal so what you 
say will sound well to a southern- 
er or to a northerner. You will 
be understood clearly in any part 
of the country. 


As you speak, think of what you 
are saying. Keep your mind on 
the words you select to express 
your thought. If your mind wan- 
ders your speech will be broken 
and your diction very faulty. In 
fact if you allow your mind _ to 
wander most of the time you talk 
you will soon develop a stutter, 
or a hesitation in speech which is 
most unattractive and hard to get 
rid of!

Always Wise

NE child has failed to pass his 
(jerace and is told that if he 

makes up his work and passes 
an examination in September he 
will be promoted. Another is be- 
hind his group a grade. If he 
studies and passes at the end of 
the vacation, he may make up 
that lost grade. Still another is so 
close to the edge of failure that 
a summer of work might be wise 
—just to strengthen him and keep 
him from forgetting. 

We should be careful about this 
vacation tutoring. We should 
know the child we are asking to 
work overtime, know why he is 
behind, know the possibility of 
success in. the undertaking before 
we begin. If we use a child’s va- 
cation time for work when he 
needs play and freedom from 
pressure, we make a grave mis- 
take. If we allow him to remain 
idle when he needs to work, we 
make just as grave a mistake. We 
must look at these children care- 
fully. 

A dull child, that is, one who 
has to work hard to get an idea 
but who gets it by and by and 
holds on to it, does not benefit by 
being tutored. He needs relief 
from work of that kind and should 
be given other occupations that 
make use of his physical abilities, 
skills and pleasures. A change of 
work, an indirect attack on his 
laggard ways usually helps wake 
him up a bit. Drilling him will 
not do that but will send him to 
sleep all the tighter. His mind 
shuts down hard when it is wearied 
and the term end sees him fa- 
tigued quite thoroughly. He needs 
a@ season at camp. 


= 

THE CHILD WHO lost time 
through illness should be certified 
as to fitness for summer work be- 
fore undertaking it. Illness usually 
leaves weakness and fatigue be- 
hind it. The body is in no condi- 
tion to study intensively. Unless 
the physician says the child would 
be the better for this make-up 
work he should not be allowed to 
do it. When he is quite well and 
strong he can do extra work if 
necessary. Summer is not our best 
time for coaching backward chil- 
dren who have been ill. 

The child who just passes, with 
a warning, is the one I would not 
tutor under any circumstances. 
This child has been pushed along 
by the teacher so that he could 
make the grade. His family pushed 
him, too. Now, having made the 
grade, let him catch his breath. 
He needs strengthening, but what- 
ever is done toward that end must 
be done indirectly. 

By indirectly I mean by build- 
ing up his health, by brightening 
his mind in new experiences. If 
possible he should be in the coun- 
try—in a place where he would be 
allowed to do some useful work 
each day. If he is in a real camp 
he learns to build his own shelter, 
cook his own meals, get the water 
and the wood, do the marketing. 
In_ short, 
first hand experiences that would 
brighten his mind and strengthen 
its quality. 

Some few children should do 
a turn in summer school. More 
should not, if we could find a way 
of providing something better in 
the way of experiences for them.

With More Orders Than They CanFill.

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MRS. J. HOLT TIPTON—-NOT MUCH TIME FOR BRIDGE NOW. 


UST because she couldn’t find 
Jj. belt to match her hat, Mrs. 

J. Holt Tipton—“Tavie” to her 
friends—designed a belt several 
years ago, followed it up by de- 
signing a dress last year, and in 
pra:tically no time found herself 
one of the heads of a dress com- 
pany. : 

Now after five months Mrs. Tip- 
ton and her paftner, Mrs. James 
C. Ward, find that their brainchild, 
the “Tavie T” dress has been or- 
dered and reordered by 14 stores, 
among them a St. Louis. depart- 
ment store, a West End shop, four 
large New York stores, and over 
half a dozen Eastern and Mid- 
western stores, and that the two- 
woman firm has attained this suc- 
cess despite the fact that it vio- 
lated practically every precedent 
in the dress industry. 

The mere fact that the “Tavie T. 
original’—Mrs, Tipton’s first name 
is Octavia—is successful its first 
year is in itself a violation, since 
unwritten law decrees all dress 
firms lose money their first year. 
In two instances the dress was or- 
dered by customers who saw it 
being modeled, before the store had 
even purchased it; in several other 
cases when Mrs. Tipton had to re- 
fuse to sell the dress because it 
Was over ordered, buyers with a 
meekness foreign to them agreed 
to wait until more dresses were 
made. 

“Tt all began with the belt,” Mrs. 


Tipton, an attractive, smart-look- 
ing blonde, told us when we visited 
at her home, 10 Wydown terrace. 
“I'd been on a cruise several years 
ago and had worn some little white 
dresses with perhaps a pink or blue 
hat and belt to match. I couldn’t 
seem to get matching belts, how- 
ever, so I began making my own of 
three strips of grosgrain sewed on 
a backing. Quite often I’d receive 
compliments on the belts. 

“Two years ago my husband, J. 
Holt Tipton, died and I wanted to 
have something to get my mind on, 
I didn’t have to work, but I had 
to have something to do. A mer- 
chandise man downtown suggest- 
ed that I have some belts made up 
to sell. Well, in the first 10 days 
the store sold 240 belts. The funny 
thing was when they’d ordered so 
many—a number that seemed enor- 
mous to me—lI’d asked, ‘What do 
you want to buy so many for?’ 
They’ve never gotten over that. 

“Next I made a trip to Marshall 
Field’s in Chicago and sold the 
belts there.

magazine for department _ stores 
telling them of fashion discoveries, 
and Tobe selected it as the dress 
of the week. Incidentally the New 
York stores all paid the express 
charges. 

“I had intended going to Boston 
and Cincinnati,’ Mrs. Tipton added,

and joined so that a lot of ripping 
is necessary to alter the waistline, 
the side seam is continuous—with 
a ribbon to prevent it from stretch- 
ing—and can be altered at home, 
“Since this prevents a four or 
five dollar alteration charge, that’s 
important,” they pointed out. 

The dress is made here, 13 per- 
sons being employed. Each dress 
is cut individually, not 500 at a 
time, and there is a great deal of 
handsewing. 

“We like to feel we’re employing 
people,” Mrs. Tipton said.

extract. 


Roll out slightly more than half 
the pastry for the lower crust and 
fit into a nine-inch pie tin. Mix 
sugar and flour and sprinkle one- 
third of the mixture on the bot- 
tom crust. Turn cherries into pan 
and sprinkle with rest of sugar- 
flour mixture. Dot with butter 
and sprinkle flavoring over all. 
Roll out rest of pastry, gash in 
several places for steam vents, and 
lay over pie; moisten edges of low- 
er crust and press together to seal. 
Trim off excess dough and crimp 
edge. Bake in a moderately hot 
oven (4250 degrees) for about 20

South's 
forcing bid of three clubs is not 
justified on honor strength, of 
course, but is made to assure the 
partnership arriving at at least a 
game contract, and in the hope that 
future bidding will show North that 
the force was made only on club 
length and strength. 

“Personally, I prefer the three 
diamond bid on the second round, 
believing that it better shows the 
streneth of the North hand, and 
keeps the bidding at a lower level, 

“When the bidding reaches the 
higher levels, North, on hearing 
South’s frantic five club rebid, 
should realize that his force was 
based on length in that suit alone. 
He also should realize the danger 
of a lead through the vulnerable 
hear suit and insist on the hand 
being played at six no trump. It 
now is up to So'th to have confi- 
dence enough in his partner, and 
believe that he has a club to enter 
the hand, and so pass at that level. 

“When South persists with his 
clubs and goes to seven, the con- 
tract is doomed, of course. If 
North does continue to seven no 
trump, the contract is promptly set 
one trick, 

“In three instances the North- 
South pairs stopped at the game 
level, whereas seven times it was 
played at either six or seven clubs 
and set. Only one pair played the 
hand at the proper contract, there- 
by insuring the point for their 
team.—N, J. G., Michigan.” 

There can be no question about 
six no trump being the correct 
final contract, but I think it could 
have been reached more logically, 
and without the tremendous risk 
that South’s unorthodox three club 
bid created. After that jump take-
